New state policy may breakup © 


husband-and-wife team 


A new state policy adopted on 
Oct, 13 by the Alabama Dept. of 
Human Resources could cause 
problems in Coffee County and may 
lead to the breakup of a husband- 
and-wife team that has worked in 
county offices for a combined total of 
28 years. 

Commissioner Andrew Hornsby 
sent a memo to all state depart- 
ments last’ month that stated 
“Employees will not be placed under 
the direct or indirect supervision of a 
relative either by appointment, 
transfer or promotion,’ because 
“managers in organizations of all 
types and sizes are subject to 
charges of favoritism and preferen- 
lial *reatment,”’ 

The new policy did not spell out 
whether or not it was retroactive; 
however, if the new policy is 
retroactive it would mean that Coffee 
County Director Ron Smith and his 
wife Glenda, a supervisor in the local 
office, would be in direct violation of 
the policy and one of the employees 
would have to be transferred, 

“Whatever the commissioner 
devides we'll abide by,"’ stated Ron 
Smith, county director for 11 years, 
“but we don’t know of any com- 
plaints by anyone at the county level, 
If there is a problem no one has 


brought it to my attention, and | 
hope the state commissioner will 
consider each case on its own and not 
make a blanket statement, 

“It would b a great loss to Coffee 
County if the policy was enforced 
and my wife was forced to go to 
another county, and it seems that 
with the pressing problems facing 
the state, this one would be very 
small,”’ 


Mrs. Smith, an employee in 
Coffee County for the past 17 years, 
is supervisor of the child support and 
adult services agency, as well as 
director of the state's only Family 
Enrichment” Program. She and 
Smith were married only last year, 

Other counties in violation of the 
new policy include Winston, 
Washington and Choctaw, and 
during a conversation this week Ron 
Smith said, ‘1 would just hope that 
each county would be looked at 
individually before any action is 
taken, and if there is no problem ina 
county, the policy would not be 
retroactive, 

“If the policy is retroactive, | 
guess my wife would be transferred 
to a neighboring county, if 
possible,”

Laughing, he continued, ‘‘Like most 
older folks, he had a little stubborn 
streak in him - when he set his head 
to do something, there wasn’t any 
changing it!’’

What does it mean 
to be “born again’’? 


The term ‘‘born again Christian’’ became very popular during the 
Some used this term to differentiate 
between ‘‘ordinary’’ Christians and those who had gone through some 
sort of ‘religious experience,”’ or ‘‘new birth.’’ The concept of being 
born again comes from John 3, The Pharisee Nicodemus came to 
Jesus, recognizing Him as a Rabbi, and a ‘teacher come from God,’’ 
Jesus told Nicodemus, ‘‘Except a man be born again, he cannot see the

kingdom of God’’ (John 3:3). 


When Jesus spoke of being ‘‘born again,’’ He was not speaking of 
some special religious experience that would set one Christian apart 
from others, but He was simply talking about becoming a Christian. 
When one is ‘‘born again,’’ as the scriptures teach, he becomes a 
Christian, One cannot become a Christian without being born again, 
nor can one be born again without becoming a Christian, Nicodemus 
was confused when Jesus first spoke of being born again, He asked 
Jesus, ‘‘How can a man be born when he is old? Can he enter the 
second time into his mother’s womb, and be born?’’ (John 3:4). 
Nicodemus was thinking in terms of another physical birth, but Jesus 


spoke of a spiritual rebirth. 


Jesus answered, ‘Verily, verily, | say unto thee, except a man be 
born of the water and of the Spirit, he cannot enter into the kingdom of 
God, that which is born of the flesh is flesh; and that which is born of 
the Spirit is spirit’? (John 3:5-6). Jesus said the new birth was ‘‘of the 
water and of the Spirit.’’ This is a new ‘‘birth,’’ which changes our 
spiritual relationship to God, just as a physical birth changes our 
physical relationship to the world, : 

A birth in the physical world requires begettal. John writes, 
“Whosoever believeth that Jesus is the Christ is begotten of God’’ (I 
John 5:1 ASV). The new birth requires a begettal by God, which is 
accomplished through His word, Peter speaks of **being born again, 
not of corruptible seed, but ofincorruptible, by the word of God, which 
liveth and abideth forever’ (I Peter 2:23). It is possible to be physically 
begotten without being delivered in birth, Following spiritual begettal, 
through hearing the word of God, one must enter the kingdom of God 
by being born ‘‘of the water and the Spirit.’’ Being ‘*born of the water 
and the spirit’’ refers to baptism into Christ, The New Testament 
stresses the importance of water baptism, Comparing Noah's ark to 
baptism, peter wrote, ‘‘Wherein few, that is eight souls were saved by 
water. The like figure whereunto even baptism doth also now save us’’ 
(I Pet, 3:20-21), Jesus said, ‘*Ye must be born again’’ John 3:7). Being 
born ‘tof the water and the Spirit is a necessity. It is not optional,

CHOOSING THE BETTER LIFE 

In his book, The Secular Cty, 
Harvey Cox used the image of the 
highway cloverleaf to describe 
modern man’s mobility in many 
directions at the same time. In her 
book, Words On Target, Sue Nichols 
suggested that Americans are losing 
the art of reading. She called 
Americans ‘ta busy and distracted 
lot,"’ and she referred to us as 
“master dippers.’’ We tend to be 
involved in going and doing at a 
rapid pace, but we aren’t really 
doing much in depth. I am writing 
this article in order to suggest that 
we need to rediscover the matter of 
spiritual meditation. The Biblical 
base from which I will draw the 
following thoughts is Luke 10:38-42. 

It has been said that parents with 
only one child don’t really qualify to 
be parents. Of course, that is not 
true, but one thing which parents 
with more than one child learn is how 
different people are from one 
another. Luke 10:38-42 deals with 
two sisters who were so different in 
their approaches to life. 

Martha had ‘‘a lot of irons in the 
fire.’’ She was a person of perpetual 
motion. She was always on the go. 
She was always doing something. As 
she was preparing to entertain Jesus 
in her home no doubt she was going 
at in in her usual manner. Both her 
body and her mind were busy. As 
she was busy in the kitchen, she was 
asking herself, ‘‘Are the beans salty 
enough?’ ‘Is the tea sweet 
enough?’’ ‘‘l wonder how he likes 
his roast?’’ ‘*Will I get it all done in 
time?’’ 

Luke 10:40 indicated that Martha 
was ‘‘cumbered about much serv- 
ing,’’ and verse 41 indicates that she 
was ‘‘careful and troubled about 
many things.’’ Verse 40 reveals that 
she went to Jesus and asked him to 
tell Mary to help her. If this had 
happend in a contemporary home we 
could easily imagine Martha saying, 
‘Lord, at least tell her to watch the 
roast while I finish the ham and 
the chicken.’’ Or, ‘‘Lord, she could 
at least fix the rolls while I finish the 
cornbread and biscuits.’’ Jesus 
looked at her and said in essence, 
‘‘Martha, Martha, you are doing a 
lot that is unnecessary. A sandwich 
would have been sufficient. And as 
for Mary, she has chosen something 
that is much more important.’’ 

Aren’t we a lot like Martha? Most 
of our cares and troubles result from 
the ‘‘many things’’ we are trying to 
have. and do. Many in 
in our society have a cumbersome 
load of debt and a cumbersome 
schedule of going and doing which 
keeps them tired and frustrated 
much of the time and at the point of 
exhaustion and despair some of the 
time. Some lives are dominated by

using and trying to pay for the 
house, the automobiles, the land, the 
clothers, the jewelry, the color 
television, the microwave, the boat, 
the cottage, etc. 

In contrast to Martha, Mary was 
Sitting at the feet of Jesus (v. 39). 
Obviously she was talking with Jesus 
about the more important matters of 
life. Martha was involved in living, 
while Mary was thinking about life. 
That reminds me ofa plaque I saw in 
a home which read, ‘‘Don’t get so 
busy making a living that you forget 
to build a life.’’ 

Man is really much more in need 
of finding meaning in life than he is 


of living. One of the most common of 


human tragedies is the loss of the 
meaning of life in the frantic search 
for ‘‘many things.’’ Jesus said, ‘‘It is 
written, Man shall not live by bread 
alone, but by every word that 
proceedeth out 
God."’ (Matthew 4:4. He was quot- 
ing from Deuteronomy 8:3). 

Two types of bread were avail- 
able in the home of Martha and 
Mary--the bread which was placed 
upon the table and the ‘‘bread of 
life.’’ (John 6:35) Jesus, the bread of 
life, was so near and so accessible to 
Martha, but she was missing that 
dimension of life. You and I may find 
or lose the deeper spiritual dimen- 
sion of life right in our everyday 
existences. 

You may be wondering, ‘‘How do 
you find the time to sit at Jesus’ 
feet?’’ ‘*How do you find the time to 
meditate upon the spiritual dimen- 
sion of life?’? Mary did so through 
personal choice (v. 42), and sodo we. 
A person gets in either position in 
life (‘‘cumbered about much’’ and 
“careful and troubled about many 
things’’ like Martha, or sitting at the 
feet of Jesus in meditation like Mary 

largely by choice. The bottom 
line is - you live as you live mainly 
because you choose to do so, Your 
cumbersome load of debt and your 
cumbersome schedule are matters 
of choice--your choice. And the only 
way your approach to life will 
change is through your choice. 

We like our mobility and our 
affluence. These things are not 
necessarily bad, but we tend to let 
them rob us of the more important 
matters which will become ours only 
when we want them enough to give 
attention to them. Each generation 
seems to have to learn what Jesus 
said, ‘‘A man’s life consisteth not in 
the abundance of the things which he 
possesseth.’’ (luke 12:15), A more 
meaningful life is available for you-- 
if you will choose it. 

I want to make a couple of simple 
and practical suggestions which 


could bring an important change in 
the lives of some of us who need to 


rediscover the matter of spiritual 
meditation--if you choose to practice 
them. that’s the hard part. One, cut 
out some of your ‘‘many things.’

Many members ‘of the 
class liked the fact that the com- 
missioners gave the ‘‘citizens the 
right to attend commissioners court 


and voice their opinion on local, 


gzovernment,’’ 

The students also ‘‘felt impressed 
with the informal, relaxed atmos- 
phere and the way they brought 
various issues before the board.”’ 
The commission also impressed 
many by the way they ‘‘believe none 
is an exception to the law.”’ 

The one thing that impressed the 
seniors the most in the revenue 
commissioner’s office was the fact 
that ‘ta few people are able to keep 
up with and file the property taxes 
for the entire county. And the fact 
that they keep up with everything 
you would like to know about your 
property, They can tell you this 
information in just a few minutes.” 

The fact that the probate office is 
able to file as much data as they do 
and still do the day-to-day duties of 
the probate office left the class in 
awe. 

But the biggest question raised 
during the discussion was, ‘‘How 
many believe in the dual system of 
government we have in Coffee 
County?”’ Fifteen of the thirty-one 
Students in the class said they 
opposed having a dual system, 
Sixteen students had no opinion so 
they abstained from voting. 
(‘Abstain is a term they learned 
during their attendance at the 
meeting.) 

None of the students voted in 
favor of the dual system. Comments 
about the system included one from 
government student Wayne Davis 
who said, ‘‘It is a waste of money. 
The money used to have offices in 
two cities could be used more 
effectively  elsewhere.’’ Jackie 
Parrish added to this by saying, 
‘This creates a maze for the average 
citizen,”’ 

The last topic to be discussed was 
where a new health department 
building should be located, Should it 
be in Elba, New Brockton’ or 
Enterprise? Some students thought 
that since Elba is the county seat it 
should be located there, but others 
such as Donna Griswold said, ‘I 
really don’t care where it is, just as 
long as it’s all in one place and not 
spread all over the county.”’

All Hunters Now Required 


To Wear Orange Clothing 


The Alabam Game and _ Fish 
regulation entitled ‘*Hunter Orange 
Requirement for Deer Hunting”’ has 
been amended to ‘‘Hunter Orange 
Requirement for Hunting.’ The 
original regulation (87-GF-12, Rule 
220-2.85, Code of Alabama) requir- 
ing deer hunters to wear hunter 
orange during and in areas of gun 
deer season, and on open permit 
land, was amended to read: 


“All persons utilizing firearms 
while hunting any wildlife species 
(except waterfowl, turkey, and dove 
while hunting legally designated 
species during legal nighttime 
hours) during dates and in areas of 
Open gun deer season are required to 
wear an Outer garment above the 
waist with a minimum of 144 square 
inches of hunter orange or either a 
full size hunter orange hat or cap, 
Deer hunters are not required to 
wear hunter orange when hunting 
from a stand elevated 12 feet or more 
above the ground, however, hunter 
orange must be worn when traveling 
to or from. the elevated stand, A 


small logo and/or printing is per- 
mitted on the front of hunter orange 
caps; otherwise, hunter orange must 
be of solid color and visible from any 
angle,”’ 

Hunters should note that the 
hunter orange regulation now 
applies to all persons using firearms 
to hunt wildlife, except the species 
listed, under the designated circym- 
stances. Bowhunters and thosé Kun- 
ters not using firearms are not 
required to wear hunter orange,

At Monday’s meeting Lewis 
introduced two computer salesmen 
who made a presentation concerning 
their products and gave the 
commission an unofficial bid on the 


cost of the computer needed for the 
registrar’s office. 

The commission agreed that it 
was time to enter the computer age 
and instructed commission chairman 
Marion Brunson to work with 
Officials at Enterprise State Junior 
College to draw up specifications on 
the computer to be purchased at the 
next meeting, 

The bi-monthly meeting began at 
9 a.m. and the first order of business 
after the approval of the minutes was 
the opening of bids on two items for 
the highway department, 

Southern Fence was the apparent 
low bidder on fencing material for 
the county shop with a bid of $4,150; 
however, the engineer postponed 
making a recommendation on the bid 
until he could study the bids, and the 
commission tabled the bids until the 


next meeting. 

The other item up for bids was 
gasoline and diesel fuel for the 
department and the only bidder was 
Heath Oil Company, who was 
awarded the contract with a total bid 
of $10,064.11. 

Julian Boyd addressed the 
commission and complained that 
when the  Friendship-to-Fairview 
Road was worked on recently the 
commission had agreed to do worl:

Unemployment rate inches upward 


The Alabama Dept. of Industrial 
Relations has released its monthly 
unemployment report for the month 
of October, and the detailed report 
shows that the unemployment rate in 
Coffee County inched upward during

Right people expected to die on highways during holiday 


The Alabama Dept. of Public 
Safety estimates that eight people 
will be killed in traffic accidents 
during the Christmas holiday, 
according to Thomas H. Wells, 
Public Safety Director. 

The 78-hour holiday begins at 6 
p.m, Thursday, Dec. 24, and ends at 
midnight Sunday, Dec. 27, 

Also the department predicts that 
12 people will die as a result of traffic 
accidents .during the New Year’s 
holiday, The period begins at 6 p.m, 
Thursday, Dec. 31, and extends 
through midnight Sunday, Jan, 3, for 
a total of 78 hours. 

Wells stressed the importance of 
driving carefully and defensively 
during the holidays. 

**Itis our hope that no family will 
suffer the loss of a loved one due toa 
traffic accident during the Christinas 
Season, State troopers will be 
patrolling to remove dangerous 
drivers from the roadways and help 
ensure a safe holiday for all,’’ he 
said, 

Federal overtime grants aimed at 
speed limit and DUI enforcement 
will allow additional troopers to 
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patrol during the holiday peroiod, 
Wells encouraged drivers to 
always use seat belts and child 
restraints and obey all traffic laws. 
“Drivers should pay close atten- 
tion to posted speed limits, 
remembering that 65 mph applies 
only to certain sections of rural 


interstates,’’ he said, 

Wells also warned Alabamians of 
the dangers of drinking and driving, 
and reminded them that Alabama's 
DUI law provides the means to deal 
firmly with those who commit the 
crime of driving under the influence. 


It mandates loss of the driving 
privilege for 90 days and attendance 
of DUI school, and also allows a $250 
to $1,000 fine and possible imprison- 
ment upon first conviction, Second 
and subsequent convictions carry 
increasingly severe penalties.
